The Legislature must complete action on a proposed
constitutionalamendment no later thamdsdayFebruary 22,
2011.

By statute, alproposed constitutional amendments and any
other measure or question that is to be submitted to a vote of the
peopleshall be filedwith the oficial or agency responsible for
preparingthe ballots for the election no later than 42 days before
theelection at which the amendment, measurguestion will
appearon the ballot, 8.37 W. Stats. TesdayFebruary 22,
2011,is 42 days before the April 5, 2D%pring election.

In order for the legislative action to be filed in ouiia, it
is suficient for the chiefclerks to notify our dice by e-mail
no later than TiesdayFebruary 22, 2dlthe Legislature passed
theresolution.
